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1 . Regarding point 2, Gilder is not all the art available at the time of the invention. 
Coffin '982 teaches the proper structure for the razor cartridge and also teaches that the 
blades can be positioned any number of ways to provide for a specific feel. It has been 
that where the general conditions of a claim are met, finding the optimum or workable 
ranges only involves routine skill in the art. 

2. Regarding point 3, Gilder teaches that for a set of blades there are negative and 
positive limits for a set of blades in order to improve shaving efficiency and decrease 
frictional drag forces. Making the first blade negative and the last blade positive aids in 
equalizing the work performed by the blades. Gilder is not being used to teach 
progressive or non-progressive blade exposures, but instead used to teach that there is 
an acceptable range that exposures of blades of a multi-blade razor should fall into to 
create an adequate shaving experience. Claims 25-27 are withdrawn.
